T-he police 
frequenitly charged and dispersed the 
rtoters, who, however, reformed and 
overturemd horse cars, wflth wihloh they 
atbempteid to build bairtoades in sev- 
eral streets.

on the soldiers, using stones and re- 
volvers, and the troops -flred, klUlng' or 
wounding a nunVbeir of rioters.

Seyburn and Captain Scott. Only ona 
member of the stafC, Captain Davis, 
will remain at headquarters, and he will 
follow the general within two or three 
days, or as soon as he can turn over 
the care o£ business at army headquar- 
ters to an officer to be designated for 
that duty. 


Unless plans are changed, the Gen- 


eral will go with the first military ex- 
pedition to Cuba. He Is r.ot expected 
to relieve the Major-Generals already 
selected for the conduct of the cam- 
paign, but both in Florida and in Cuba 
he will exercise the same general su- 
perintendence over the campaign that 
he now does from his headquarters in 
Washington.

havo culminated In war with Spain and 
our own beloved country. 
"Whatever may have been the Individ- 


ual opinions of Americans prior to tho 
declaration of war, there can now be no 
two opinions as to tho duty of loyal 
Americans. A resort to arms wns deter- 
mined upon by the Executive of the na- 
tion, with the advice ot both Houses ol 
Congress, and atter consultation with his 
Cabinet offlosrs, but not until .every effort 
had been exhausted to bring- about an 
honorable and peaceful solution -of our 
dlfflcu:ties with Spain.. The patient calm- 
ness, the dignified forbearance, the sub- 
dued firmness of Presiaent McKlnley-dur- 
ing the trying time that Intervened be- 
tween the destruction of the Mains and 
the declaration are beyond all praise, and 
should command the admiration of every 
true American. We, the members of the 
Catholic-Church, are true Americans, and 
as such are loyal to our country and our 
flag and obedient to tho highest decrees 
and the supreme authority of the na- 
tion.

"We are not engaged in a war of sec- 


tion against section, .or. of State against 
State, but we arc iniltcd as one man 
against a foreign enSiriy and a common 
foe.

These prayers 
shall be said aloud with tho people, and 
shall be to our Father and One, Hail 
Mary and the de profundis.

CHICAGO, May 10.—A tremendous tem- 


porary' slump in tho- price of wheat oc- 
curred today. The fall amounted to 13 
cents a bushel from J1.25, the quotation 
for July, the chief option, fell to 51.W. 
However, there was a biff rebound, and 
the closing price was $1.14. 


It was a market seldom equaled for
